\\heat-belt this year-—over production. A new 
field was discovered in Southern California 
er.d the owners, frequently not experienced in 
the oil business, hurried to dig wells and market 
the crude oil. The result was an enormous pro- 
duction which swamped the market. Oil was 
selling below cost, at almost any price at all, 
£5 the unwise drillers scrambled to get cash 
for their product. But there has been no sug- 
gestion of s. government-fixed price jan oil to 
pull the oil industry through its losing season. 
Instead there was a clamor, finding expres- 
sion in several instances through public men 
and agencies, for slashing the price of oil and 
oil products to the bottom. Gasoline went down, 
not up, when the governor of North Dakota 
started to buy and sell for the public and 
thereby touched off a price-cut that was fol- 
lowed in practically every section of 
the 


country. 


Let it be emphasised that the oil men's sit- 


uation is identically the same as that of tho 


1 wheat-grower. He is getting far less than the 


cost of production for his labor for the same 
reason beyond his control, to a large extent. Of 


.course he could have refrained from drilling 


his well, but so could the farmer have refrained 
from planting the 11,000,000 acres excess of 
wheat. Both were within their rights as citizens 
in doing as they did, though it has turned out 
that they guessed wrong. 


Why has not the government taken steps to 


protect the oil industry, as it has been urged 
to do for the wheat industry? Because the ma- 
jority of the public is not interested in staving 
off bankruptcy from oil-well owners who are 
in a bad way, but is emphatically interested in 
lower gasoline. It would not be popular to sug- 
gest fixing the price of oil and gasoline at 
cost-plus-reasonable-profit, except in the limit- 
ed territory occupied by the oil fields. In the 
nation at large the proposal would be a politi- 


• cal dud and boomerang. 


Since their situations are identical, the wheat- 


growers may see in the general callous atti- 
tude toward th« oil industry a suggestion of 
what might ultimately happen to them were 
the government to undertake to fix their prices. 
The wheat-growers are more numerous than 
the oil men, and the wheat-belt is larger than 
the oil-fields. But the wheat-growers and their 
territory are 'still far from being the preponder- 
ant force or area of the United States. More 
people buy wheat and wheat products than 
raise and market them. If the government can 
fix prices to require the people to pay a profit 
io the gowers of wheat, they can also fix prices, 
if it is expedient, to require the wheat growers 
to take a loss in the interest of the consumers. 
If the government is Jo take a hand the issue 
will become a matter "of politics. And it is easy 
to figure where the most votes will be found 
once the issue is raised. 


In the ordinary fluctuations of world affairs 


there will be times when one agricultural pro- 
duct or another will be at too low a price, due 
to an excess of production over consumption. 
But these emergencies will arise less frequently 
as the United States follows its bent from ag- 
riculture to industry. Already less than half 
of the population lives on farms and in rural 
communities, and the drift is accelerating. 
More and more, as the country grows and ex- 
Pands, consumption will tend to keep pace 
i«th or outgrow production. Also, more and 
More political power will,tend to. gravitate to 
the consumers rather than the producers of 
food. Farming should become a more and more 
remunerative business if it remains a private 
industry But if it gets into the hands of politics 
fte very factors that should make it more 
Profitable will operate to decrease its returns.
